No matter what may be the 
final outeome of the battle still 
being fought in the Solomon Is- 
lands, says The New York Times, 
one fact emerges clearly: the 
United States, in close collabor- 
ation with ite allies, has taken 
the offensive. sWe are not try- 
img to check a Japanese advance, 
aa we were in the Battles of Mid- 
way and the Cora! Sea. Instead, 
we are striking by sea, by air 
and by land to wrest from the 
Japanese control of a strategic 
area which they have held and 
which we intend to use as a 
base for further offensive opera- 
tions against them. 

As yet we know little of the 
details of the action except that 
American troops have succeeded 
in forcing a landing after a naval 
engagement in which our losses, 
on the basis of the latest available 
information, amounted to ‘at 
least one cruiser sunk and two 
eruisers, two destroyers and one 
transport damaged.” We may be 
reasonably certain of two other 
facts; First, the Japanese claims 
of destruction inflicted on our 
fleet are fantastically false. They 
announced that twenty-eight of 
our ships had been sunk or put 
out of action. If we had suffer- 
ed even half this loss the battle 
would have ended then and there 
in an Allied disaster, Second, it 
fe unlikely that we would risk 
an attack jeopardizing the whole 
balance of naval power in the 
Pacific. This action linked with 
the bombardment of Kiska, can 
enly be one phase of our Pacific 
strategy. We will hardly give 
back to Japan the fruits of our 


eat defensive victories in the . 


ral Sea and at Midway. Indeed, 
the present offensive is. based 
upon those victories. . Japan has 
been so hard hit, particularly by 
her losses in plane carriers, that 
the initiative rests for the first 
time in our hands. The long dead- 
lock is broken, and by us. 

Now, after a heavy naval en- 
) pene our troops, including 

erican marines and Australians, 
are striking hard by land both at 
the enemy garrison and at newly 
built airfields. Even if they 
@hould fail to drive the Japanese 
into the sea they will at least 
have forestalled and broken up 
@ gathering enemy assault on 
Australia. 

To the United Nations’ peoples 
who have watched so long the 
bitter retreats of their smal! for- 
ees from outpost after outpost 
im the Southwest Pacific area, the 
most hopeful indication in the 
Bolomons action lay in the fact 
that their troops had undertaken 
the offensive; that in the distant 
jalands the cornerstones, perhaps, 
were being laid for further drives 
te push the invader from his new- 
ly won possessions between Aus- 
tralia and the Burmese jungle.

United States Takss Offensive 
In Battle Of Solomon Islands 


may well mark the turn of the 
tide in the Pacific. 

The Rusian armies of the South 
were reeling back last week be- 
fore Nazi hammerblows. In some 
places the German’ war machines 
were moving forward at the rate 
of fifty miles a day. 

The peril to Russia was grow- 
ing hourly. In 1942's great of- 
fensive Hitler was coming ever 
closer to realization of his objec- 
tives: to encircle and isolate Rus- 
six from the aid sent by her dis- 
tant allies; to drive a wedge be- 
tween the Southern and Central 
Boviet forces; to cripple Russia's 
arms outputiand supply lines by 
the capture of such centers as 
Stalingrad, the domination of such 
a vital river as the Volga. Pos- 
session of the Caucasus oi] fields 
would be a prize of double value; 
it would not only replenish the 
dwindling fuel stocks of the 
Wehrmacht but might seriously 
hamper the mobility of the highly 
mechanized Soviet armies. 

Marching south and east into 
the Caucasus, the Germans ‘had 
left huge Russian forces in their 
flanks and in their rear. Strik- 
ing power built beyond the’ Urals 
might be able to take advantage 
of the Nazi position. The day may 
eome when Russia will be asked 
te hit from the east while the 
second front is being established 
in the west. At all events, Winter 
will come again. 

Disorders In India 

The first violent outbreaks of 
the civil disobedience campaign 
were followed by a lull; the disor- 
ders in the larger cities began to 
die down. The British saw suc- 
cess in their plan to “disconnect” 
the leaders of the revolt from 
their followers by arrests. London 
reported that the movement had 
not received widespread support 
im the countryside. However, 
violence flared up anew in Cal- 
cutta and other cities as the Bri- 
tieh studied more drastic methode 
of combating Gandhi’s campaign. 
In England itself and elsewhere 
im the world there was concern 
lest the whole affair degéierate 
into mere suppression of a revolt. 
4 wea felt that more was requir- 
ed; that India must be won to 
wholehearted support of the Uni- 
ted Nations’ war effort. 

Help For Malta 

The little island of Malta, nine- 
-one square miles in extent, is 

. unsinkable aircraft carrier 
whose planes operating from three 
airfields, harry and smash at Axis 
shipping to North Africa, at Axis 
alr bases in Sicily, Italy and 
Greece.

Last week England sent rein- 
forcements to Malta to use in {ts 
attacks on the ships which were 
strengthening Rommel’s desert 
armies in Egypt. A great convoy, 
protected by warships, was dis- 
patched to the little island. As 
the vessels sailed past Italy's 
hoot” a great sea battle develop- 
ed. Axis forces determined to 
block the convoy's passage, struck 
at it with everything they had. 


They hit it with dive-bombers, 


U-boats and warships—principally 
the fast little torpedo-carrying 
“E-boats.” On the allied side the 
“bulk of the Mediterranean fleet” 
was reparted engaged. London 
for a jlong time remained sitent, 
admitting only the loss of the air- 
eraft carrier Eagle; Berlin and 
Rome claimed heavy damage in- 
flicted——-more than fifteen vessels 
sent to the bottom. 

Later London reported that 
part of the convoy had gotten 
through-——Malta had received its 
much-needed planes. Besides the 
loss of the Eagle, the sinking of 
the cruiser Manchester was an- 
nounced. Two attacking sub- 
Marines were claimed: sunk in 
what was described as one of the 


largest naval operations of the 
war. *While the sea battle raged, 
ther British units heavily bom- 
barded the Italian island . of 
Rhodes, Axis threat to Cyprus 
and Syria. 

There were signs last week of 


a new threat in the unceasing 
etruggle for supply on the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. From Brazil came re- 
ports of an Axis surface raider 
preying on Allied shipping off 
coast——-a large, fast, oil-burning 
vessel which was believed to have 
sunk at least one ship and attack- 
ed others since its presence be- 
came known. Survivors from tor- 
pedoed vessels landed at— South 
American ports repeated the grim 
tale so often told in more northern 
waters of submarine’ attacks on 
unguarded United Nations freigh- 
ters. London believed Germany 
had embarked on a large-scale 
combined surface raider and U- 
boat campaign in South Atlantia 
waters,

angled bends in the transparent 
instrument, the light rays travel 
down to the frosted tip and flood 
the wound with a cold, shadow.

About 30 different instruments 
are available, but there are three

work in the field. A set of these, 
together with a small electric ag- 
sumulator, costs about £12 and 
many surgeons in the fighting 
services have bought them out of 
their own pockets, so useful have 
they proved in action. Some of 
Britain's greatest Surgeons are 
now using these instraments for 
wounds which cannot be sean into 
by ordinary operating theatre- 
lighting. 

Similar, instruments have been 
made in other countries for some 
years past, but they had the dis- 
mivantage of losing their shape in 
aterilizing.

The Navy spokesman said not 
long ago that aerial reconnalis- 
sance 60 far had failed to disclose 
any enemy landings on the unde- 
fendéd Pribilofa, 250 miles north. 
west of Dutch Harbor. - 

A move by the Japanese into 
the Pribilofs, reported for some 
time, not only would bring the 
enemy much closer to the Alaskan 
mainiand but would put them tn 
& strategic position for a flanking 
attack on Dutch Harbor. 

Navy officials questioned, how- 
ever, whether the’ Pribilofg could 
be used for very extensive sea 
and air operations. The four rus- 
ged Bering Sea Islands—St. Paul, 
St. George, Otter, and Walruae— 
have no harbors. Navigation ex- 
perts at the Navy Department said 
the Bering Sea waters afforded 
anchorage only when the wind la 
blowing from the land. 

Several hundred inhabitants of 
the two main islands, St. Paul and 
St. George, were removed several 
weeks ago.

The announcement came after 
the Home Security Ministry warn- 
ed about incendiaries filled with 
phosphorous — waxy substanee, 
which, if dry, bursts into flames 
at room temperature.

Substitutes For Meat 


As a patriotic duty we are 
asked to eat less meat—for finan- 
cial reasons many will find this 
necessary. No harm will .come 
to anyone if those who prepare 
the meals are careful to substi- 
tute protein. It is the proper 
balance of protein in our diet that 
counts, not how much meat we 
eat or do not eat. ; 

Protein foods, as you know, 
are meat, eggs, peas, beans and 
cheese. Gelatine contains a little 
protein, as also does milk. 

Here are a few recipes which 
might help. 

Casserole of Vegetables 

Make alternate layers in a cas- 
serole of half a dozen thinly sliced 
raw potatoes, a smal] turnip, cut 
in cubes, half a pint of tinned 
peas and the same of tinned to- 
matoes, a sliced onion and two 
ounces of washed and uncooked 
rice; season as you go with salt, 
pepper and powdered allspice. 
Pour in a quart of good vege- 
table stock, and cook with a lid 
on in a slow oven until the rice 
is done, about 3 hours. 

Carrot Pie 

Cook 4 Jarge carrots or their 
equivalent into small ones and 
while they are stil] hot cut them 
in slices and put in a greased pie- 
dish. Bring a pint of milk to the 
boil; stir into it a cup of bread 
crumbs seasoned with pepper and 
salt and 4 ounces of grated 
cheese. Mix with a well-beaten 
egg. Pour this over the carrots 
and brown in a moderate oven. 

Mould of Spinach 

Sieve a pound of cooked spin- 
ach and whip into a pint of lime 
or lemon jelly (prepared with 
jelly powder). Turn into a round 
buttered mould, putting a tumb- 
ler down the middle. When the 
spinach is set, take out the tumb- 
ler, which will be easy to. do if 
you pour a little hot water into 
it. Fill up the space with chopped 
hard boiled egg mixed with salad 
dressing and seasoned with a 
little onion and celery. Turn out 
when set and garnish with ring 
of hard boiled egg. 

Cheese Tart 

Line a small pie tin with rich 
erust and bake. When it is cold 
prepare the following: Ome-half 
pound of grated cheese, two well 
beaten egg yolks and three-quar- 
ters pint of cream or very rich 
milk, Season with salt, pepper 
and a touch of cayenne. Bake in 
oven for a quarter.of an hour. 
The top will be a: beautiful gold 
and the inside delicious. 

Cucumber Fritters 

Pee] the cucumbers - (large 
ones) and cut in one inch lengths, 
Remove the centre part and 
blanch the pieces in salted water. 
Drain them well, and when they 
are cold stuff with a savoury 
stuffing, seasoned breadcrumbs or 
cheese creamed. Dip the rounds 
im egg and then in bread ‘crumbs 
and fry in clarified butter. Serve 
with fried parsley garnish.

Tips For Care Of 
Rugs And Carpets 


When dirt is imbedded in rugs 
they wear out very quickly. 

Here are tips that will help 
those rugs and carpets last. 
Rather than going over a rug with 
the vacuum cleaner once a week 
for a long period, it is better to 
use it two or three times in the 
week for a shorter time. 

Rugs and carpets should never 
be, beaten; smal] scatter rugs 
shouldn't even be shaken. In do- 
ing this the fibres in the back of 
the rugs are broken. 

Spots should be removed from 
rugs as soon as they are made. 
Rather than washing or shampoo- 
ing a valuable rug, it should be 
sent to a reliable rug cleaning ex- 
pert who knows how to give it the 
proper attention. 

Rugs should never be laid on a 


rough uneven surface as it will 
cause them to wear out very 
quickly. A pad,.or even news- 
papers, placed under a rug. will 
lengthen its life,

Prior to Tuesday’s order, the an- 
nouncement. said, each numbered 
coupon of the temporary ration cards 
represented ‘two weeks’ supply at the 
rate of one-half pound per person 
per week. The new regulations vali- 
date two sugar coupons per month 
= hence permit a person to buy a 
; full month's supply of two pounds at 
one time. 

Sugar coupons 1 and 2 in the new 
ration books became valid on Monday 
September 7; numbers 3 and 4 may 
be used on and after Oct. 5, The last 
cne, number 13, will not be accepted 
before Feb. 22, 1943. The coupons con- 
tinue to be good for the purchase of 
sugar at any time after their valid 
dates. This also applies to 
toupens from the temporary, 
cards, 

Until the end cf September sugar 
may still be obtained by purchase 
voucher for home canning purposes, 
but it must not be used later than 
October 31. The announcement said

DOCTOR AND PADRE 
WOULDN'T LEAVE DIEPPE 


The following is reprinted from 
The Evening Telegram, of September 
4th and refers to Rev. John Foote 
formerly of Madoc, Rev. Foote, who 
is a son of the late Gordon and Mrs. 
Foote and a brother of Mr. Don 
Foote of this village was born in Ma- 
dee and received his public and high 
school education here. F 

Even when the Germans opened up 
a terrific fixed machine-gun fire from 
protected positions on the wounded 
at a temporary Red Cross base on 
the upper beach at Dieppe, Capt. 
Doctor Wesley Clare, RCAMC, and 
Capt. the Rev. John Foote continued 
to administer to the boys and _re- 
mained with them, refusing to go 
With -the withdrawal. 

Dr Clare is the son, of Rev. David 
I#. Clare, of Port Credit, and Capt. 
Foote was a minister at St. Paul's 
Presbyterian Church at Port Hope 
and is well known in Toronto. 

The two captains went in with the 
men on the right beach and perform- 
ed such acts cf bravery that words 
fail to describe them. Pte. W. F. 
Kondle, 344. East Ave. north Ham- 
ilton, of the RHLI, was perhaps the 
last man to talk to them in Dieppe 
and successfully embark. Konkle was 
wounded, not seriously, and was in- 
terviewed at the 15th Canadian Gen- 
eral Hospital, ngland as a walking 


spector Primrose, who later bechMen, 


Lieutenant-Governor, of Alberta, 
was a special friend of his in those 
days. 

In October, 1893, he was married to 
Wilhelmina Elizabeth Empey, of El- 
dorado and resided on a farm near 
there.

‘Another with 
a fret saw cut this in front of the 
pulpit..A Roman Catholic who was, 
handy with his knife carved him a 
erucifix. An altar cloth came from 
other materials. Capt. Foote was one 
of the boys and he kept that con- 
fidence at Dieppe as did Dr. Clare.

Once or twice I have let my 
temper run away with me in these 
columns and have said a good 
deal of what I thought about a 
number of Canadians who didn’t 
seom to know that we are fighting 
a war. 

Of course that “good deal of 
what I thought” was said in a« 
manner not calculated to enrich 
the vocabularies of compositors 
—if compositors’ vocabularies ean 
be enriched —— but, nonetheless, 
despite its moderation my lan- 
guage was intended to conceal 
none of my thoughts on the sub- 
ject. 

It is only fair then that having 
found something to boast about 
I should do my boasting with 
even less reserve than my crab- 
bing. 

And it is something to boast 
about! ; 

At the risk of boring you with 
stories about the Reserve Army I 
am going,to tell you what happen- 
ed yesterday in my battalion, Be- 
eause that unit is representative 
of the whole Reserve Army and 
what happens in it is being dupli- 
cated all across the country I am 
not going to name it. 

Yesterday, in keeping with the 
set-up of the Reserve Army, we 
were ordered to hold a full day’s 
workout In the open. Yesterday, 
Flo mention, was Sunday. 

nfortunately the weather was 
not only inclement — it was a 
downright, day-long “soaker.” 

We are not .fair-weather sol- 
diers by any means, but when 
your men are old-soldiers, “C” 
categories or youngsters you think 


twice about “hardening” them to - 


the extent of risking a high per- 
centage of pneumonia cases, so 
our commanding officer decided 
upon lectures and demonstrations 
indoors until the weather cleared. 


But the weather didn’t. clear! 

In due course, when he feit that 
a full day’s work had been done, 
the O. C. decided to dismiss the 
parade. That was ali very well 
but he hadn't counted upon the 
eagerness of the new recruita, 

Through their instructors these 
men asked if they might have 
some more instruction, taking ad- 
vantage of a wet Sunday to bring 
themselves to the point where 
they could the sooner join their 
companies and get on with there 
regular training. 

No one ever refuses a request 
of that kind and, since the basic 
training of recruits is the pro- 
vince of the Regimental Sergeant 
Major and myself, we asked for.

ours. The terms of engagement 
are'for the duration of the war 
or, ‘n the case of the men in the 
lowest age bracket, until they are 
old enough to volunteer for active 
service, 

Of private soldiers, 45 days of 
training each year are required. 
These are divided into: 15 days in 
camp, 10 full Sundays, 60 nights 
—considered the equivalent of 
the remaining 20 days. 

Non - commissioned officers, 
warrant officers and officers are 


required to put in 10 extra days — 


of training whieh brings their 
quota of drill nights up to 90 — 
plus their work as members of 
committees, orderly duties, ete.

A Salad Chat 


Salads always grace any menu: 
firstly, as an appetizer and sec- 
ondly, as a medium for demon- 


strating the decorative skill of 
the hostess. 
Even the simplest salad can be 


thrilling, for greens — nothing 
but greens simply and cleverly 
dressed—-can have a very fine. 
appeal. 

Always have your lettuce, cress, 
celery ‘and radishes as crisp as 
your best starched pinafore and 
as cold as the refrigerator can 
make them. With this basic ad- 
vice you’ should be able to give 
every salad a character and every 
time you make them they can be 
different. { 


The Seasoning 


Khe real art of salad making 
is in the seasoning. Always test 
carefully, when assembling your 
salad, and touch up your flavors 
according to your own individual 
tastes. Remember a salad dress- 
ing and seasonings either ruins 
your salad or gives it the flavor, 
which places you in the honor roll 
of salad makers. “Do not make 
your salad dressing haphazardly. 
Choose a salad dressing which sat- 
isfies you as the best you ever 
tasted. Then onion has an in- 
comparable place as flavoring. So 
has its twin sister the leck. As 
for garlic!—when a salad master 
rubs the salad bowl with a cut. 
garlic clove — it adds a touch 
nothing else can equal. . 

Salads are no longer regarded 
as ‘extras’ but take the place 
of honor in many a luncheon, 
supper or refreshment plan. If 
they hold the necessary qualifi- 
cations for such a role they must 
include tissue-building material. 
Meat, fish, poultry, cheese, eggs 
and nuts are of this variety, but. 
fruit and vegetables require some- 
thing to “build them up.” 

These Add Flavor 

Cheese can be used as balls or 
cylinders—-the softer type of 
course should be used. Cheese 
makes an ideal stuffing for fruits 
such as prunes, dates, figs, apri- 
cote or peaches, Cottage or white 


cream cheese, wrapped up in rolla 
and sprinkléd with chopped ra- 
dishes, may be added to your 
salads. Green pepper adds a splen- 
did decoration and is unexcelled 
in flavor. 

For “building - material’ vege- 
tables use corn, lima beans and 
peas. Of course you all know the 
value of the hard-cooked egg; 
devilled eggs with vegetable salad 
is an admirable dish when cut in 
slices, sections or diced and served 
with or in the salad. 

Shape meat or fish patties as 
balls or cylinders, roll in chop- 
ped cress or nutmeats (if desired) 
and serve with vegétable salad: 

,Marinating 

Nutmeats may be used as salad 
ingredients or garnishes. Cooked 
vegetables and certain of the raw 
ones give more tasty salads if 
“marinated” -—— also flaked fish 
and diced meat. To “marinate” 
means to allow to stand any time 
from one-half hour until ovey 


‘ night, ~sprinkled generously with 


salad oil and seasoned vinegar or 
French dressing; fold in thick 
dressing before serving, 

Nothing is easier than the raw 
vegetable salads — lettuce, toma- 
toes, cucumbers, cabbage, raw 
carrot, young leaves of spinach— 
lettuce, cabbage and spinach 
shredded and the carrot grated. 
Hither cooked or raw vegetables 
can be set in a tart jelly. Try 
vegetable jelly in a ring mould, 
turned out and centre filled with 
meat or fish salad,

Answer: All persons in receipt of incomes over 
$660 single—or $1200 married. 


2. Question: WHAT FORMS DO YOU 
HAVE TO FILL OUT? 


Answer: Unless you are single, without de- 
pendents, and not making payments for 
allowable personal savings (Item 5D), you 
should file Form *TD-1 with your employer.

The Steel Controller has ordered that, after September 15, 1942, no 
person’ may retain in his possession scrap iron or steel weighing a 
total of 500 pounds or more unless he has a permit. 


! 
(For the purposes of the new regulations, scrap metal includes machin- 
ery, structural steel, or any other article or commodity containing 
iron or steel, which is not serving an immediate vital purpose.) 


The order also provides: 


That anyone, coming into possession after September 15 of scrap 
iron of steel weighing 500 pounds or more, must dispose of it within 
20 days. 


That any person having a valid reason for not disposing of scrap 
metal as scrap metal or who believes that it can serve some essential 
purpose, must send in a report by September 15 to the Used Goods 
Administrator of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board, Lumeden 
Building, Toronto... His report must reveal the exact RaeetE ION, 
quantity, and location of his scrap metal. 


| The provisions of the order do not apply to scrap dealers who are 
| already subject to previous orders; nor do they affect metal fabri- 
|. eators and processors who are in legal possession of metal to be 
used in manufacturing. 


A copy of the order, S.C. 16, may be obtained from the Steel 
Controller, Department of Munitions and Supply, Ottawa.

MILLION AND HALF MORE HOGS REQUIRED 


But the measure of the Company’s contribution to the war 
effort, is not chiefly in terms of taxes, 

The production, processing and distribution of food is one of the 
most vital phases of the war effort. : 

On the North American Continent where, for ten years, the chief 
perplexity has arisen from a ‘surplus’ of food, it is now being realized 
that a period of shortage may be ahead. 

The primary problem is that of ‘production.’ 
hands of the Farmer. Canadian Farmers, 
have already achieved an all-time record. 

In the production effort, however, the Packing Industry has a 
role to play, second only to that-of the Farmer. The processing of 
the live stock, the utilization of every portion, and the prevention of 
spoilage, are matters of first national importance, 

The Industry can fairly claim to have measured up to its job. 
The enormously increased deliveries of.live stock have been processed 
without a single ‘block.’ The necessary plant extensions have ‘been 
made without appeal for Government funds. And, considering the 
heavy labour turnover, caused by war conditions, efficiency has been 
well’ inaintained. Evidence of this is found in the fact that out of 
the ‘Sales Dollai" the percentage paid to the Producer is the highest 
on record. 

Above all, the Packing” tye has been. the indispensable 
instrument through which the variou sovernment controls affecting 
meats have been worked out, Of these, th two most important 
have been:— 

(a) The Canadian Bacon Board, which controls production and 

shipment of Wiltshire Bacon to Britain. 

(b) . The Wartime Prices and Trade Board, which has invoked 
the aid of the Packing Industry in establishing ceiling 
prices for meats, 

No doubt Government Boards have had similar assistance from 
many other industries. However, the problems in establishing ceil- 
ings for meat have been of the most intricate and difficult kind. In 
the framing of the regulations, the Board has called for the co-opera 
tion of large groups of senfor officers from the Packing Companies, 
for long periods pf time. This is mentioned, not because assistance 
was grudgingly given, but as a proof of the indispensable role of the 
Industry in the economy of the Dominion, and particularly in the 
broad Live Stock field, within which the Packing House js the mar- 
keting instrument. q '

You know by now. that they 
can make anything out of any- 
thing, practically, and they’re go- 
ing to prove it once more—this 
time using the bark from those 
beautiful big California redwood 
trees. 


Next winter you can buy the - 


result—hats, bbankets, mattres- 
ses and rugs made of a fabric in 
which a principal ingredient is 
bark. 

There’s nothing to prevent them 
from using. the bark fabric in 
coats and suits, too, but so far 
they've made up only three ex- 
perimental bark garments, a 
“siren suit for an air raid warden 
with matching hat,” and a macki- 
naw. 

A handful of bark fiber feels 
wiry and springy. Its color 1s 
that of fiery red. hair, 

Fabrics use from 80 to 60 per 
cent of the fiber, with the bal- 
ance made up of shoddy (reused 
wool) and virgin wool.

More than 4,260,000 people have 
just paid homage to a successful 
Wiea—the idea that men do not 
have to speak the same language 
te dwell in harmony as a nation; 
that free men are capable of de- 
fending themeelves and that dem- 
ooracy ts the best form of gov- 
ermenent. 

These people knew what they 
were doing, for the idea has work- 
ed for 651 years. It works today 
although their land i# surrounded 
om all sides by an enemy who 
stands for the antithesis of every- 
thing they cherish. Yet this «mall 
mation has much to teach the 
great powers of the world, for 
Mwitserland has stood as a beacon 


light through Burope’s stormy 
hietory. 
Perpetual Pact Formed 


HM wae on Aug. 1, 1291, that the 
men of the mountain regions of 
Uri, Schwyz and Unterwalden 
formed a perpetual pact to defend 
themaelvee against the tyranny of 
the then dominant House of Haps- 
burg. Other men joined them un- 
til the Swiss confederation wae 
formed. Today its people speak 
four languages, 2,900,000 Germans, 
$90,000 French, 240,000 Italian and 
44,000 Romansch. Yet few nations 
im the world are aa unified as is 
Switeerland. The secret may be 


the high degree of self-govern- 


ment which the Swiss enjoy. 

The Swiss atill hold their open- 
air Parllaments in their cantons, 
But this earliest form of democ- 
racy le no barrier to @wift action 
when it comes to protecting the 
eountry. Hitler and the detractors 
of democracy are completely re 
futed by the example of the oon- 
federation In defence. Every Swiaa 
serves in the army. 

Completely Mobilized 

When war came in 1939 Switser- 
land mobilized completely. Since 
June, 1940, the number of men 
in active service has been reduced 
to 200,000. The cost of this is heavy 
on a small country, particularky 
one which depended so much on 
tourists and the luxury trade as 
did Switzerland, Yet the people 
bear the cost cheerfully, for they 
know that nothing could repay 
them for the loss of that liberty 
which they hayé maintained and 
defended since 1291,

Before him, still in being despite 
herculean efforts to destroy it, 
was the Red Army, and behind 
him a growing Anglo-American 
wtrength. In the Far Bast the Jap- 
aneae, after five years. of war with

More 
than 1,000,000. persons had been 
made homeless. More than 600 
war factories had been destroyed. 

Reich Marshal Goering made a 
boast at the beginning of the war, 
that no enemy planes would be 
allowed to penetrate the German 
anti-aircraft defenses. The Reich 
was now being hit from ‘the air 
from two sides, R. A. F. bombers 
were striking with increasing 
force from England in.the west; 
from the east, planes of the Red 
Army. were carrying out raids 
from East Prussia to as far as 
Berlin, attacking the new centres 
ef production which have been 
established since the R. A. F. be 
gan hitting the Ruhr and Rhine 
districts. 

American bombs on Tokyo last 
April awakeried Japanese leadera 
to the danger of future raids from 
Ohimese bases within easy strik- 
ing distance of flimsy Nipponese 


\ @itlies. Two such bases were. at 


Ohuhsien and Lishul, amid the tea 
plantations and terraced moun- 
tains of Southeast China. The Jap- 
anese war machine was set in 
motion against the airfields; 100,- 
000 troops pressed toward them in 
a pincers move along a 260-mile 
stretch on the Chekiang-Kiangsi 
railroad still held by the Chinese. 
By mid-July the whole rail Ine 
had been occupied and the Mik- 
afo’s legions were. in. possession 
of both bases. Tokyo declared that 
the air-raid danger had been el- 
iminated, spoke of using the cap- 
tured rail Jine as a link In an all- 
land route to Singapore. 

Last week it appeared that the 
Japanese boasts had been pre- 
mature. Once more China had 
turned the tables on her enemy. 
Japan was in rapid retreat. In six 
weeks Chiang Kal-shek's men had 
recaptured fifteen cities, among 
them Chuhsien and Lishul, had re- 
taken 200 miles of the Chekiang-

Japanese casualties. The sudden 
ohange of military fortune puzzled 
Observers in Ghina. In part tt was 
attributed to the bombing of Jap- 
aneee airfielde by American 
planes, in part to the fighting 
qualities of the Chinese soldier.

Getting Rid Of 


Bats In House 
The first step in getting rid of 
bats in an open attic must be to 
close all openings by which the 
bats can get in. Small bats can 
get through holes hardly one-half 
inch across. The best maserial 
for the job is oakum, which Is 
tarred-felt fiber. Bats dislike the 
odor and will keep away from it, 
During the day all but two or 
three of the principal openings 
should be closed. These should be 
left open for a night or two until 
the bats have learned to use them 
and should then be closed several 
hours after dark when all the bats 
have gone out. When bats collect 
within walls or under floors, they 
can be driven out by the liberal 
use of moth flakes, which will be 
effective even in the daytime, 
Openings should not be plugged 
when there is a chance that bats 
are remaining within the house,

THE FRUIT SEASON IS HERE 


These are the days when our 
local fruits are ripening and when 
we should take advantage of their 
deliciousness by canning some for 
the winter months which are to 
come. The subject of canning 
is such a broad one that it ig 
impossible to treat each method 
properly in such a small space. 
Briefly the following are the best 
methods: 

Preparation: All fruit should 
be picked carefully and then pre- 
pared according to type. Large 
fruits should be cut in pieces and 
if dry and pulpy, such as apples 
and pears, should be covered with 
water before simmering until] ten- 
der. Small juicy fruits require 
no water. 

Open Kettle Canning: If fruit 
is moderately acid and very juicy 
use no water but cover with sugar 
and let stand over night. In the 
morning cook until tender with 
as little stirring as possible. Fruits 
less juicy should be covered with 
& sugar syrup and cooked until 
tender. — 

Hot Pack: Fruit is prepared as 
above but cooked for a shorter 
length of time. Pour into hot 
sterilized jars to within about % 
inch of the top. Adjust rubber 
rings (dipped in boiling water), 
cover with sterilized top seal and 
leave jar ring partly screwed (if 
spring top is used do not adjust 
second spring). Place jars in rack 
in the kettle; coverg well with 
water at same temperature as jars 
and bring to a boil. Boil for re- 
quired time and be sure that the 
jars do not touch each other. If 
this process is done in the oven 
have a carefully controlled tem- 
perature of 275 degrees. Re- 
move from water bath, tighten 
and seal. Invert jars while cool- 
ing to test leaks. If using steam 
pressure cooker fallow directions 
given by manufacturer, : 

Cold Pack Canning: Pack fruit 
into jars (sterilized) to within 
one inch of the top. Place fruit 
and sugar in alternate layers in 
proportion to the desired syrup. 
(Thin syrup % cup sugar to 1 
of fruit and heavy syrup 1 cup 
sugar to 1 of fruit). Cover with 
eold water until overflowing. Ad- 

a just rubbers and tops as for hot 
pack. Place on rack and cook 
slowly as in the hot pack method. 

Jams and Conserves: Measure 
fruit and cover with enough 
water to simmer until tender, Add 
warmed sugar providing % cup 
to one cup of fruit. Continue 
to simmer until thick,. stirring 
frequently. Skim. Turn into 
sterilized jars and cover at once 
with a thin layer of hot paraffin. 
When cool apply another layer of 
paraffin to assure’ perfect seal- 
ing. ‘ 

Jellies: Select fruits that are 
not dead ripe. Clean and cook 
until very tender. Pour into a 
scalded jelly bag and allow to 
drip into a scalded container. Do 
not squeeze the bag. Heat juice 
to boiling point and simmer ten 
to twenty minutes. Add warmed 
sugar allowing % cup of sugar 
to one of juice. Stir over heat 

until sugar dissolves, Boil gently 

(skimming as necessary) until a 
few drops of the solution “sets” 
when tested in cold water.

THE FRUIT SEASON IS HERE 


These are the days when our 
local fruits are ripening and when 
we should take advantage of their 
deliciousness by canning some for 
the winter months which are to 
come. The subject of canning 
is such a broad one that it is 
impossible to treat each method 
properly in such a small space. 
Briefly the following are the best 
methods: 

Preparation: All fruit should 
be picked carefully and then pre- 
pared according to type. Large 
fruits should be cut in pieces and 
if dry and pulpy, such as apples 
and pears, should be covered with 
water before simmering until ten- 
der. Small juicy fruits require 
no water. 

Open Kettle Canning: If fruit 
is moderately acid and very juicy 
use no water but cover with sugar 
and let stand over night. In the 
morning cook until tender with 
as little stirring as possible. Fruits 
less juicy should be covered with 
@ sugar syrup and cooked until 
tender. 

Hot Pack: Fruit is prepared as 
above but cooked for a shorter 
length of ‘time. Pour into hot 
sterilized jars to within about % 
inch of the top. Adjust rubber 
rings (dipped in boiling water), 
cover with sterilized top seal and 
leave jar ring partly screwed (if 
spring top is used do not adjust 
second spring). Place jars in rack 
in the kettle; cover well with 
water at same temperature as jars 
and bring to a boil. . Boil for re- 
quired. time and. be sure that the 
jars do not touch each other. If 
this process is done in the oven 
have a carefully controlled tem- 
perature of 275 degrees. Re- 
move from water bath, tighten 
and seal. Invert jars. while cool- 
ing to test leaks. If using steam 
pressure cooker follow directions 
given by manufacturer. : 

Cold Pack Canning: Pack fruit 
into jars (sterilized) to. within 
one inch of the top. Place fruit 
and sugar in alternate layers in 
proportion to the desired syrup. 
(Thin syrup % cup sugar to 1 
of fruit and heavy syrup 1 cup 
sugar to 1 of fruit). Cover with 
cold water until overflowing. Ad- 
4just rubbers and tops as for hot 
pack. Place on rack and cook 
slowly as in the hot pack method. 

Jams and Conserves: Measure 
fruit and cover with enough 
water to simmer until tender,.Add 


warmed sugar providing ™% cup 
to one cup of fruit. Continue 
to simmer until, thick,. stirring 


frequently. Skim, Turn into 
sterilized jars and cover at once 
with a thin layer of hot paraffin. 
When cool apply another layer of 


paraffin to assure perfect seal- 
ing. 
Jellies: Select fruits that are 


not dead ripe. Clean and cook 
until very tender. Pour into a 
scalded jelly bag and allow to 
drip into a scalded container. Do 
not squeeze the bag. Heat juice 
to boiling point and simmer ten 
to twenty minutes. Add warmed 
sugar allowing % cup of sugar 
to one of juice. Stiy over heat 
until sugar dissolves. Boil gently 
(skimming .as necessary) until a 
few drops of the solution “sets” 
when tested in cold water. 

Jellies With Pectin: Fruits such 
aelugberries and raspberries re- 
quire the edition of pectin to 
The. best advice 
for these fruits is to adhere strict- 
ly to directions given with Pectin 
or any similar commercial pre- 
parations.

Joseph Sold Into Slavery 
Genesis 37, 39-41 

Printed Text, Genesis 37: 23-36 

GOLDEN TEXT.—Love envi- 
eth not. I Corinthians 13:4. 
THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—-According to the com- 
monly received chronology, Joseph 
became a slave in Potiphar’s house 
in 1785 B.C., and suffered im- 
prisonment 17256 B.C. 

Place.—Joseph’s home was in 
Hebron, in southern Palestine. He 
was sold into slavery at Dothan, 
thirteen milea north of Shechem, 
which itself was sixty miles from 
Hebron. The capital of Egypt 
at this time, where most of Jos- 
eph’s years were spent, was Zoan, 
in the eastern part of the Nfle 
delta. 

Joseph Cast Into The Pit 

23, “And it came to pass, when 
Joseph was come unto his breth- 
ren, that they stripped Joseph of 
his coat, the coat of many colors 
that was on him; 24, and they 
took him, and cast him into the 
pit: and the pit was empty, there 
was no water in it.” The tank 
into which Joseph's brethren cast 
him was apparently one of those 
huge "reservoirs excavated by 
shepherds in the East, that they 
may have a supply of water for 
their flocks in the end of the dry 
season, when the running waters 
fail them. Being so narrow at 
the mouth that they can be cov- 
ered by a single stone, they gra- 
dually widen and form a large 
subterranean room; aiid the facil- 
ity they thus afford for the con- 
finement of prisoners was from 
the first too obvious not to be 
commonly taken advantage of. In 
euch a place was Joseph left to 
die. 

The Plot Against Joseph 

25. “And they sat down to eat 
bread: and they lifted up their 
eyes and looked, and, behold, a 
caravan of Ishmaelites was com- 
ing from Gilead, with their camels 
bearing spicery and balm and 


‘myrrh, going to carry it down to 


Egypt. 26. And Judah said unto 
his brethren, What profit is it if 
we slay our brother and conceal 
his blood? 27. Come, and let us 
sel] him to the Ishmaelites, and 
let not our hand be upon him; 
for he is our brother, our flesh, 
And hie brethren hearkened unto 
him.”” As these calloused, heart- 
less men Were sitting not far away 
from the pit, devouring the food 
brought by the faithful hands of 
Joseph from the father’s home, 
they saw a band of Ishmaelites 
coming down upon them, and im- 
mediately they agreed to profit 
by their treatment of Joseph, and 
sell him as a slave to these Eeypt 
bound men

What Science 
Is Doing 


GEOPHAGIA 


Many a homesick or sardonte 
Northern Negro, writing to South- 
ern friends, says, “Ship me a me 
of good dirt to eat,” Time 
serves, 

Sometimes he means it. Even 
in the Yazoo-Mississippi delta, 
Negroes and whites send requests 
to their upcountry friends for a 
bit of red clay, declaring that 
black delta soil is “right bad eat- 
ing.” In certain parte of Miseis- 
sippi, poor whites will walk miles 
for a spoonful of dirt from a 
favorite bank of clay, because it 
“tastes sour, like a lemon.” In 
other sections of the South, some 
top their meals with a savory 
tablespoon of dirt, believing that 
it is “good for them,” despite ia 
constipating effects. 

What makes people eat dirt? 
Two scientists at Mississippi State 
College, Doctors Dorothy Dickina 
and Robert N. Ford, think they 
knoW@ervhy: lack of iron in the 
diet. Science Newe J etter re- 
ported some results of their in- 
vestigation among 207 Negro 
school children in Oktibbeha Coun- 
ty, Mississippi. At least a quarter 
of the children admitted eating 
dirt. Most of the dirt-eaters had 
less of the iron-rich food, such 
as molasses, mustard greens, liver, 
in their diet than did the non- 
dirt-eaters, And as far as the 
scientists could find out, the crav- 
ing for dirt (known as geophagia) 
has nothing’ to do with heokworm, 
as many doctors firmly believe, 
for hookworm is very rare in géo- 
phagous Oktibbeha County.

Four-Engined Lancasters Te 
Be Bullt In Canada 


First of Britain's mighty four. 
engined bombers to come to this 
eontinent, a giant Avro-Lancaster 
landed at Dorval airport, Montreal, 
last week after a trans- Atlantie 
flight. 

Fresh from the production Hines 
of a British factory, the Lancaast- 
er waa flown from England for 
demonstration in Canada where 
the latest edition of this multi- 
motored bomber will soon be built 
im quantity for the Royal’ Air 
Force. 

Captain of the aircraft was 
Olyde Pangborn, well-known Am- 
erican long-distance filer. He and 
his crew were welcomed by Air 
Chief Marehal Sir Frederick Bow- 
hill, officer commanding the Royal 
Air Force ferry command In Mon- 
treal.

Canadian version of the Lan- 
easter will embody improvements 
represented in the latest model.

The aircraft, carrying special 
freight, left Britain with a maxi- 
mom load of more than 60;000 
pounds and no attempt was made 
te achieve an unusually fast 
croseing. : 

Top Speed 300 Miles 

According to recently published 
statements, the Lancaster carries 
a bomb load of eight tons, The 
bomb compartment, 38 feet long, 
fan take the biggest bombs yet 
devised. It has a top speed of 
around 300 miles an hour while 
ite range is 3,000 miles. 

The Lancaster is a mid-wing, 
all-metal monoplane, powered by 
four Rolls-Royce Merlin engines, 
producing 1,250 horsepower at 12,- 
30 feet with low gear super- 
charger and 1,175 horeepower at 
21,000 feet with a high gear super- 
charger in operation. It has a wing 
span of 102 feet, is more than 69 
feet long and 20 feet high. 

Armament is formidable, It has 
10 machine guns in four turrets in 
the nose, mid-upper and mid- 
under and in the tail. The four 
tail guns are fed by long ammuni- 
tion tracks extending along the 
side of the rear fuselage. 

All vital parte of the plane are 
covered by half a ton of armor 
plate either as integral parts of 
the structure or as additional pro- 
tection.

War Assignment 


Detroit saw an airplane carrier 
for the first time last week, when 
the U. S. 8S, Wolverine, once the 
longest liner on the lakes, steam- 
ed proudly up the river to her as- 
signment in the war.

ean now be made in Canada, 
Future For Textiles 
Under the etimulus of govern- 
ment help, eheep raising in the 
Dominion is becoming an import- 
ant phase of agriculture, and farm- 
ers throughout the country are 
rearing more of the animal that is 
a dual source of profit from wool 
and meat. It is interesting to ob- 


serve, too, that Alberta is well 
adapted to this vital porduction.

On the night of Sept. 7, 1940, 
planes from Goering’s Luftwaffe 
reported to number 700 bombed 
London in what Berlin described 
aa the heaviest air raki in hietory, 
writes the New York Times. They 
killed 806 persons ‘and wounded 
1,800. HK was one of those frantic 
blows which were to.knock Eng- 
land out of the war and destroy 
the British Empire, Only a mir- 
ack of defense forced the Nazis 
to quit on the verge of victory. 

Today, two years later, the sky 
above London is usually serene. 
But night after night the dark 
sky over Germany is filled with 
hostile planes dropping loads of 
explosive which Goering’s fliers of 
1940 never dreamed of. 

Shadows Over Reich 

Two shadows stretched across 
Hitler's Reich last week. One was 
the shadow of Red Army bombers, 
etriking from the Ruseian steppes 
1,000 miles east of Berlin. The 
other was the now-familiar sha- 
dow of the R. A. F., reaching out 
from British airfields 600 miles 
or more to the west of the German 
capital. ‘ 

In a surprise attack Soviet 
planes smashed at Berlin, at the 
eprawling port of Stettin on the 
flat shore of the Baltic, at nearer 
targets in Warsaw, Danzig and 
the East Prussian city of Koenigs- 
berg. In the west Sterling and 
Lancaster bombers of the Royal 
Air Force blasted Saarbruecken, 
coal and steel center of the highly 
industrialized Saar Valley, whose 
inhabitants in 1935 voted to end 
French contro] and return to the 
Reich. Later Britieh planes wing- 
ed south over terraced vineyards 
of the Moselle, on up the Rhine to 
drop destruction on Karlsruhe, 
communications center near the 
Black Forest. Budapest was bomb- 
ed for the first time, Bremen-was 
hit again. 

4 Bombs Talked 

British sources called the raide 
highly successful, reported small 
losses. Moscow spoke of many 
fires. set by Red airmen. But to 
“military observera the Soviet op- 
erations were chiefly important as 
proof that Russian bombers can 
now strike effectively at the heart 
of the enemy Jand, The R. A: ¥; 
had already reached out to Berlin 
and beyond. Now it was Russia's 
turn. The shadow from the east 
had met the shadow from the west. 
Where they merged they blotted 
out the last German hope of es- 
cape from aerial bombs, turned a 
onefront war into all-embracing 
war from the air, The fact lent 
weight to Moscow's warning that 
“long nights of terror’ lie ahead 
for Germans. 

The Russian. aerial operations 
appeared to be on a scale com- 
parable with heavy R, A. F. raids 
of the past.

No Rellef For Germans 


This situation in the air is the 
greatest reversal of the war. Not 
until the war. ends will we know 
what Germany has suffered. We 
can guess what-a 1,000-plane raid 
on Cologne means by multiplying 
the explosive load dropped on Lon- 
don two years age by possibly 
five or six, When Russian planes 
bomb Koenigsberg, Warsaw, Buda- 
pest and Berlin, and British planes 
bomb Duisburg, say, and Frank- 
fort, Leipzig, Hamburg and Brem- 
en, all in a single week, we can 
guess the effect on German mor- 
ale by considering what might 
have happened: if the Luftwaffe 
had been able to scatter bombs on 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Belfast, Birm- 
ingham, Manchester, Liverpool 
and Southampton even while it 
was punishing London. Every Ger- 
man must know today that there 
is no relief in sight. All fear that 
if America can bring its air force 
across the ocean such a storm will 
be unloosed as never broke on any 
nation. : 

Alr Concentration Urged 

It is these considerations which 
lead certain observers in London 
to urge the utmost possible con- 
centration of air power on Ger- 
many now. They feel that the air 
over Western Europe is the sector 
of the’ front where Germany is 
weakest, and the only sector 
where the war can be won or lost 
in the next few months, They com- 


plain of the dispersal of planes ~- 


on secondary fronts, espécially 
American planes. They deplore 
the fact that we are still able to 
operate’ from England only three 
squadrons of Flying Fortresses 
and one of medium bombers, If we 
followed these critics completely 
we could lose the war on some 
“secondary front” like. Exypt, 
China or the South Pacific, They 
forget that Russian planes which 
are bombing Berlin were possibly 
built here or in England. Never- 
theless, there is-much merit in 
their contention, There is no doubt 
some unwise dispersal of our own 
air power and of British air power. 
It is probable that too many of 
our planes are either immobilized 
at sleeping fronts or not” put to 
their most effective use, There 
should be a stern reallocation. Ev- 
ery ounce of power that can be 
brought to bear on Germany's 
open flank should be flying in to 
the attack.
